According  to  schedule  the  par¬ 
ty  arrived  in  Augusta  about  noon 
au.il  had  lunch,  and  changed  to 
the  Pullman  cars  which  carried 
them  straight  into  the  capital 
city.  They  arrived  there  early 
Friday  morning  and  started  on 
u  whirl.wiud  flight-seeing  tou 
which  carried  them  to  the  Cap¬ 
itol  building  where  they  had  a 
special  permission  to  observe  the 
nation’s  solons  at  work. 

Washington’s  Monument  was 
given  due  inspection  by  the  par¬ 
ty  as  well  as  the  Lincoln  Memo¬ 
rial,  the  Library  of  Congress, 
Mount  Vernon,  Arlington,  and 
other  interesting  places. 

One  of  the  features  of  the  trip 
was  a  tour  through  the  United 
States  mint  under  the  guidance 
or  u  special  director. 

Friday  night  the  entertainment 
was  varied.  Some  girls  were 
entertained  at  the  Annapolis 
dance  while  others  attended  a 
few  shows. 

The  inauguration,  the  high- 
spot  of  the  trip,  was  inspiring  to 
the  girls  not  only  for  the  fact 
that  they  were  witnessing  the 
inauguration  of  the  future  pres¬ 
ident  but  uiso  for  the  fact  that 
they  were  mingling  with  the  na. 
liOti.i  g  rout  in  a  multitude  far 
greater  than  most  of  the  girls 
had  ever  seen  assembled.

New  Group  Seeks 
Facts  Of  Russiaj 

NATIONAL  LEADERS  HEAD 
GROUP  FOR  STUDY. 

Boston,  Mass.,  Feb.  6 — A  new 
and  unprejudiced  study  of  the 
government  and  economic  sys¬ 
tem  of  Russia  will  be  made  this 
summer  by '  a  group  of  Ameri¬ 
cans  under  the  leadership  of  a  • 
number  of  business  men,  educa¬ 
tors  and  journalists.  The  group 
which  is  now  being  organized 
and  is  to  be  known  ns  the  “Rus¬ 
sian  Seminar,”  will  give  a  mouths 
study  to  conditions  in  the  Soviet 
republc  without  benefit  of  hind¬ 
rance  of  propaganda. 

Among  the  members  of  the  ad. 
visory  committee  lor  the  analy¬ 
sis  are  Henry  I.  Harriuiran,  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  United  States  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce;  Stuart  Chase, 
Prof,  Bruce  C.  Hopper,  Harvard 
University;  Whiting  Williams, 
Grove  Patterson,  editor  of  tlte  To¬ 
ledo  Blade  and  vice  president  of 
the  American  Society  of  News¬ 
paper  Editors;  Prof.  Samuel  N. 
Harper,  Chicago  University;  Prof. 
G.  T.  Robinson,  Columbia  Univer¬ 
sity,  and  Prof.  D.  C.  Poole  of 
Princeton.  The  group  is  to  be 
recruited  within  a  few  weeks  by 
the  Bureau  of  University  Trav¬ 
el,  Newton,  Mass.,  on  a  non-prof¬ 
it  basis. 

The  seminar  investigation  wif. 
include  both  city  and  rural  life 
and  will  extend  from  Lenngrad 
i  in  the  north  to  the  Black  Sea 
and  the  Russian  riviera  in  the 
south.  The  newly  developed  in¬ 
dustrial  cities  along  the  Don  and 
Volga  rivers  will  be  visited  as 
well  as  the  farm  projects  of  the 
Ukraine, 

Following  the  Russian  study, 
the  group  will  go  to  the  near 
East  and  the  Balkans,  observing 
conditions  in  Rumana,  Albania, 
and  later  in  Italy,  as  well  as  vis- 1 
Iting  Constantinople  and  Athens. 1 
The  party  expects  to  be  gone 1 
from  the  United  States  during 
!  July  and  August.

One  of  the  greatest  benefits  of  coming 
away  to  college  is  the  opportunity  af¬ 
forded  for  becoming  capable  of  indepen¬ 
dence  and  self  direction.  Dormitory  life 
probably  provides  the  first  necessity  for  con_  ! 
tinued  self  reliance  that  most  of  the  stu-  | 
dents  here  have  faced. 

The  ability  to  look  after  one’s  own  inter- ! 
ests  in  a  courteous  and  efficient  way  is  a  j 
quality  well  worth  developing.  Some  girls 
are  fortunate  enough  to  come  from  home3 
where  they  have  been  taught  to  rely  on 
themselves  and  to  make  their  own  decis¬ 
ions..  It  is  for  those  less  fortunate,  who 
have  been  humored  and  thought  for  by  their 
parents  all  their  lives  previous  to  coming  to 
t'-ollege,  that  the  problem  is  really  serious. 

Capable  self  direction  will  encompass  mat¬ 
ters  of  social  contacts,  getting  along  with 
people,  matters  of  arrangement  of  curricul¬ 
um  and  efficient  work  in  classes,  and  mor: 
personal  affairs,  such  as  caring  for  one’t 
individual  health,  mental  and  physical. 

Many  never  reach  a  satisfactory  adjust, 
ment  to  the  situation  of  being  simply  on 
among  many,  and  a  relatively  unimportan 
one,  at  that,  instead  or  the  center  of  inter 
est  in  the  family.  Those  individuals  who 
continue  to  expect  and  demand  consistant  at¬ 
tention  and  assistance  from  their  associates 
are  very  troublesome  elements  in  an  other¬ 
wise  harmonious  society.  An  attainment 
of  the  ability  of  self  direction  will  make 
them  and  all  those  with  whom  they  come 
in  contact  much  happier. 


A  Sense  Of  Humor 

The  majority  of  average  Americana  pride 
themselves  on  the  fact  that  they  are  keen 
in  catching  the  point,  so-called,  to  some 
suhtle  anecdote,  usually  ahout  the  next  door 
neighbor  of  some  envisable  Scotchman.  They 
even  go  so  far  as  to  appreciate  the  humor 
of  a  tale  ahout  the  high  and  noble  college 
prof  or  the  latest  solution  to  the  unemploy¬ 
ment  situations.
